Consumer Help 


In Rush County, as a ro u n d the country, co nsu m ers 
depend on credit to m a k e p urchases such as a car. 
fu rn itu re or m a jo r ap p lian ces 
As a result of new action taken by the F ed eral 
T ra d e C om m ission (F T C ), there will no longer be 
clau ses in the loan a g re e m e n t con tracts th at force the 
p u rc h a s e r to pay for p ro d u cts and serv ices if they a re 
not delivered, function im prop erly or the serv ice w as 
not perfo rm ed 
Starting May 14. a tra d e regulation rule will go into 
effect that will put a stop to a legal doctrine th at even 
now 
can force a co n su m e r to continue m aking 
p ay m en ts 
U nder the "holder-in-due course d o c trin e ,” as it is 
called, when a c o n su m e r's loan c o n tract w as sold by 
the m erc h a n t to a c re d ito r—such as a finance c o m ­ 
pany or b an k —the c red ito r w as entitled to be paid by 
the con sum er re g a rd le ss of w hether the b u y er was 
actually getting w h at he paid for or not 
The situation has h ap p en ed countless tim es. For 
instance, a person p u rc h a s e d a car. re frig e ra to r or 
o ther item and signed a loan co n tract to m ak e 
p a y m e n ts according to a certain schedule 
M any businesses do not c a rry their ow n credit 
acco un ts so the loan co n tra c t w as sold to another 
c o m p a n y —the 
‘ holder-in-due 
c o u rse ” —th at 
had 
nothing to do w ith the product itself but now owned 
the co n tra ct and had to be paid by the co n su m er. 
The problem c a m e if the p u rch ase proved to be 
defective for one re aso n or an oth er The consum er, 
know ing the p urchase has in som e w ay failed to live 
up to his expectations, could com plain. If nothing 
w ere done, the buyer m ight decide the only course of 
action he had w as to refuse to m ak e any further 
p a y m e n ts until the pro blem was resolved. 
U nder 
the 
“ holder-in-due 
course 
d o ctrin e,” 
how ever. the co n su m er would shortly d isco v er he had 
to continue m aking the p a y m e n ts or face a possible 
law suit by the creditor, or holder-in-due co urse If a 
law suit w ere filed, the co n su m er would also discover 
that he had no legal defense in court. 
To do aw ay with the one-sidedness of this situation, 
the FTC has given c o n su m e rs new rights th at will put 
th em on an equal footing with the holder-in-due 
cou rse in future c red it transactions. 
U nder the new rules which will go into effect this 
May. sellers will be req u ired to place in their sales 
a g re e m e n ts a s ta te m e n t say in g that any holder of the 
cred it contract shall be “ subject to all c la im s and 
defenses which the d ebtor could assert ag ain st the 
seller of goods and s e rv ic e s.” 
The required notice p re s e rv e s the righ ts of every 
co n su m e r if they do not receiv e the product, o r if it is 
d a m a g e d or defective, or even if it is the wrong 
product and the seller will not tak e c o rrectiv e action. 
I'n d e r the new FTC rule, th ere will be a legal 
defense for those who 
refuse 
to 
m a k e 
further 
p a y m e n ts until co rrectiv e action is taken should the 
co n tra c t holder in the m e a n tim e decide to pursue 
court action. 
This new ruling does not go into effect until May, 
though C onsum ers now should be cautious now when 
signing any loan con tracts. 
Of course, co n su m ers should alw ays rea d carefully 
all of the "sm all p rin t” on any contract before it is 
signed.

was an 
Indianapolis 
physician who never practiced 
m ed icin e 
His 
n am e 
was 
Richard Jordan Gatling and his 
creation, the Gatling gun. was 
the g ra n d fa th e r of to d ay 's 
m achine guns 


Richard Gatling was born in 
1818 in Herford County. N C His 
father was a wealthy planter in 
the county. During his early 
years, young Richard taught 
school and ran a country store 
But 
his 
first 
love 
was 
machinery Gatling had the gip 
of .mechanical ability and it 
wasn't long before he was able 
to improve the farm machines 
on his father s plantation 


Some 
time 
prior 
to 
1844. 
R ich a rd 
Jordan 
G atling 
patented his first invention 
It 
was for a machine which would 
sow 
rice 
During 
the 
sam e 
period the young inventor also 
:reated a new type of wheat 


frill These were the days w hen 
most farming was still done by 


hand 
with 
little 
mechanical 
aids Gatling saw that his new 
inventions had com m ercial 
possibilities So in 1844 he left 
North Carolina and moved to St 
Louis to manufacture his in­ 
ventions 


Nearly Dies 
On this trip to St Louis, while 
at C incinnati. Gatling con­ 
tracted small pox There was no 
doctors available to tend the 
young inventor and as a result. 
Gatling almost died 
Gatling 
decided after he regained his 
health that never again would 
he be caught without medical 
help when he needed it 
He 
enrolled as a student at the 
Medical 
College of 
Ohio in 
Cincinnati 
Gatling never in 
tended to practice medicine Hi' 
only thought was to take care of 
himself and his family when 
illness struck 


By the middle 1850's Galling 
had factories manufacturing his 
agricultural 
machines in St 
Louis. Springfield. Ohio and 
Indianapolis 
In 
1854 the in­ 
ventor was married to Jemina 
Sanders 
and 
settled 
in 
the 
Hoosier capital 


Although 
his business was 
going well. Gatlings true love 
was 
still 
tinkering 
and 
in­ 
venting In 1857. he invented the 
first successful steam pow ere ' 


plow 
Plans were drawn up to 
produce the steam plow in his 
factories However, before his 
plans were perfected the Civil 
War broke out 
One 
evening 
during 
November. 1861, Gatling was 
invited 
to 
an 
exhibit 
in 
Indianapolis 
presented 
by 
a 
man named Hatch from Ohio 
Hatch was presenting his in­ 
vention of a breech 
loading 
cannon 
Cannons, of course. 
were nothing new 
Factories 
were turning them out by the 
hundreds for the war effort But 
Hatch's cannon was different It 
was m ade like a revolver. In 
fact, that s what it was - a giant 
revolving cannon which could 
fire 25 shots a minute 


Mind Intrigued 
Gatling's 
mechanical 
mind 
was intrigued with H a tch 's 
invention and it w asn’t long 
before he was working on his 
own similar weapon to help the 
“ union blue bellies” win the 
war 
His creation was a 10- 
barrel rapid firing gun that 
could fire 25 shots per minute 
Gatling's first model was hand 
c ra n k e d 
and 
bore 
little 
re sem b lan c e 
to 
to d ay 's 
automatic machine guns But it 
was the "granddaddy” of them 
all In November. 1862, Gatling 
w as issued P atent N u m b er 
36.836 for his new invention 


There is a dispute connected 
with the creation of the Gatling 
gun There is no doubt he was its 
in v en to r. 
However, 
a 
c o n ­ 
troversy revolves around the 
m anufacturing location of the 
new gun The first model was 
either built at Gatling's factory 
in Indianapolis under his per­ 
sonal supervision or 
it 
was 
constructed 
at 
the 
Freeport 
factory in Shelby County under 
the direction of a silversmith 
named Brady 
After Gatling’s 
weapon achieved its fantastic 
fame, both sites claimed the 
honor of turning out the first 
Gatling gun 
At any rate, in 1862. the sam e 
year 
it 
was 
conceived, 
the 
Gatling gun was adopted by the 
United States Navy. They a r ­ 
med their gunboats on the Ohio 
and Mississippi rivers with the 
weapon 


The “ land lubbers" in the 
arm y were much slower than 
their sea-going comrades The 
U nited 
S ta te s 
Arm y 
la te r 
claim ed it had m ec h an ic al 
difficulties with its models and 
for that reason didn’t officially 
adopt the Gatling Gun until 1866. 
a fte r .the 
w ar 
w as 
won. 
H ow ever. G eneral B en jam in 
“ Beast Ben” Butler did use the 
weapon in some of his c a m ­ 
paigns to defeat the rebel a r ­ 
mies 


Principal Weapon 
For m ore than forty years 
following the Civil War, the 
Gatling gun was the principal 
rapid fire weapon of the United 
States 
Its 
popularity 
made 
Gatling a very wealthy man 
The Gatling gun was used in the 
Spanish-A m erican 
War 
ex 
tensively. It was the principal 
offensive weapon in the famed 
charge of American forces up 
San Juan Hill 


In 1870, Gatling moved to 
Hartford. Conn The Colt Fire 
Arms 
C om pany 
had 
its 
headquarters in that city. A few 
years after his move to H art­ 
ford. Gatling sold his patent to 
the Colt Company and retired 
Following 
his 
re tirem e n t 
Gatling lived for more than 30 
years at Hartford He died there 
in 1903, at the age of 85 
His 
rem ain s 
w ere 
retu rn ed 
to 
Indianapolis to be interred at 
Crown Hills Cemetary in an 
elaborate vault 
There is one ironic footnote to 
the story of Gatling and his 
famous gun 
During the '20's 
and 
'30's 
when 
g a n g sters 
roamed the land spewing booze 
and bullets they adopted a slang 
name for their revolvers They 
dubbed their weapons “G ats” in 
somewhat dubious honor of the 
man who invented the Gatling 
gun years before

Houseplant Problems 
Increase During Winter 


To many people, houseplant 
problems seem to increase 
every year during the winter 
months. 
One obvious reason for this 
increase, says Paul Pecknold, 
Purdue U n iversity extension 
plant pathologist, is that people 
have only their indoor plants to 
worry about. 
‘‘A very valid reason for this 
increase, however, is the lower 
humidity which results from 
home heating during the win­ 
ter,” he adds. “ It is best to 
rem em ber,” 
the 
plant 
pathologist notes, “ that most 
houseplants come from moist, 
humid tropical areas. . not hot, 
dry rooms.” 


Browning along leaf edges or 
at the tips of leaves often in­ 
dicates that the air is too dry. 
Plants which show such symp­ 
toms should be 
moved, 
if 
possible, to a more himid area, 
such as the bathroom or kit­ 
chen. If this is not possible, 
place the plant on a tray of 
gravel with water in the tray 


Terrariu m s 
are 
best 
for 
plants requiring continuous high 
humidity, Pecknold says. One 
misconception m any people 
have, 
he 
says, 
is 
that 
by 
spraying plant foliage with 


water 
they 
w ill 
increase 
humidity. 


“ While this is true, it is only 
true for as long as it takes the 
water droplets 
to 
evaporate 
(about ten minutes),” says the 
plant pathologist, “ so don’t rely 
on spraying 
for 
increased 
humidity, unless you plan to 
spray every ten minutes. Also, 
remember never to place plants 
too close to radiators, heaters, 
or hot-air registers.” 


Hot, dry air also causes soil to 
dry out more rapidly during 
winter months, 
thus more 
frequent watering is required. 
But be sure not to overwater 
your plants Overwatering is the 
most common cause of root rot 
and 
subsequent 
dying 
of 
houseplants, he stresses. 


A good rule is to poke your 
finer into the soil. If the soil is 
dry one-half inch down and if the 
tapped pot sounds hollow, you 
can assume the plant needs 
water. But if the soil is moist a 
half inch down don’t water. 


By understanding and ob­ 
serving these few simple ex­ 
planations about houseplant 
care, perhaps you’ll have fewer 
problems with your plants this 
winter.

Roads drifted, trees, and evergreens dripped with inches of 
soft snow and the whole county nestled down under a blanket of 
snow. The Rushville Street Department and the Rush County 
Highway Department started on overtime to unlock traffic. 
On our hill at the golf course, there is a sweep of white across 
the ground with only the tips of evergreens showing which mark 
fairways. An occasional rabbit will skitter across the yard and 
the snow near the house is patterned with odd looking tracks. 
Since we are near Flat Rock River, we are visited from time to 
time with a fam ily of coons, a weasel, and something even the 
Boy Scout handbook will not identify. 
There is a beauty about such a winter scene that brings peace 
to the soul The local radio station is our communication with 
the outside world and brings hour to hour news of local ac­ 
tivities. 
Several weeks ago “ M iscellany” gave weather predictions for 
the winter. The first snow was to have come on Nov. 8 and it 
came Nov. 12. Jan u ary was to be mild w ith February and March 
the cold months. Even the wooly worms did not predict a cold 
winter. 
It has been said that zero weather is good for several reasons. 
It not only makes the ice safe for skating and ice hockey but it 
destroys the larva of insect pests. 
Last winter about this time our seed catalogue arrived and an 
order was placed for Praying Mantis cocoons and for a half pint 
of ladybugs. This seemed like a small order until they were 
delivered. The carton of lady bugs contained literally thousands 
of bugs. They were shared with neighbors, friends, and anyone 
who showed the least interest in lady bugs! Two weeks ago, our 
lady bugs were discovered safely nestled under the fireplace 
wood which was cut and ricked in one corner of our yard. Let us 
hope that the zero weather will not mean an early end to their 
career of keeping our flower bed and vegetable garden free of 
aphids, worms, and larvae of different kinds. 
This cold weather presents a heating problem. Oil, gas, and 
electricity have all raised their rates. In fact, oil may be pricing 
itself out of the picutre. It has been said that the early pioneers 
depended on whale oil and those selling it thought they had the 
market cornered. They raised the price, but about that time the 
users started looking for other sources of energy to supply their 
lamps and found kerosene or coal oil. Recently in Rushville 
several have started burning wood! There are also magazine 
and news stories featuring houses heated with solar energy. The 
ingenuity of the American people cannot be underestimated. 
They have the ability to meet challenges and solve problems. 
However, for most of us, when the thermometer registers zero, 
the solution is to turn the thermostat back, and wear heavy 
clothes and a sweater
